A NWKINLEY DOUBLE

Revives Interest in Tariff Talk by
Attacking the Major's Bill.

HE OOULDX'T TALK LOXG ENOUGH

To Please Those Who Wanled to Hear His
£ide of the Argument.

A DEAD RINGER FOR OHIO'S GOVERNOR

WasHINGTON, March 16, —Major Me-
Kinley is now out of Congress and in the
Governor's chair of the State of Ohin, but
the principal spesker in the House today
on the tariff question was in person, feat-
ures, voiee and gestures so like him that an
old-time member of the Honse might have
fancied that time - had turned back In iluJ
flight and he was listening again to Major
McKinley as & young man in Congress mak-
ing one of his first tariff speeches The
enmparison would have ended with the ap-
pearance of the speaker, however, for Ar.
Bryan, of Nebraska, the prototype of
Major McKinley, attacked the law which
the latter had framed, and took advanced
ground against the protective policy which
Ohio’s Governor has always advocated in
Congress. )

The speech of Mr. Brrvan revived the flas-
ging interest in the tariff discussion. It
was the fexturs of the day, and as the young
Nebraskan warmed up small body of
listeners he had at the start was augmented
by the gossipers in the closkrooms until he
had the caretul attention of a majority of
the House—something unusual in this de-
bate. Mr. Bryan's voice was strong and
clear, his personality pleasing, his gestures
simple but foreible, 'liEe those of Major Me-
Kinley, his argument ingenious and his
illustrations bright and apropos to his re-
marks

A Sample of the lllustrations.

One of the best of these illuitrations was
when be said the protection theory re-
minded him of his days on the farm, when
they used to raise sunken corners of fences
by putting & beam under the corner, plac-
ing a chook in the middie and then bearing
down on the other end. Tt raised the fence,
but the burden was felt somewhere. The
Protectionist, be said, took hold of an in-
funt industry, then looked around for a
good fat lot of consumers (0 serve as a
chuck. “Up went the infant industry, but
down went the consumers,'” said Mr. Bryao,
and his colleagues applanded.

The Republicans interrupted Mr. Bryan
with a number of hard, knotty questions in
favor of their side of the argument, but the
manuver in which they were parried showed
the speaker to be cool and collected, and
slthongh young in Congressional experi-
ence, accnstomed to take and give in de-
bate. He was down for only two hours, but
the House gave him another hour, and then
wanted him to keep on.

The body wes left where it was found
until 'ﬁuim Todd mrrived.
